It is the fashion in some circles 
to sneer @t the Canadian Manufac- 
turers” Association and ‘the class of 
people whom it represents. But we 
observe that most communities are 


‘} glad to ‘hear of the establishment of 


factories or workshops in their neigh- 
borhoods. For example there ig a 
general feeling in this community 
‘that Calgary would be greatly bene- 
fitted: by the addition of a number 
of productive induatries empfoying 
many hands. ‘The general opinion ap: 
pears to be that the men who would 
build large workshops here, operate 
them vigorously and profitably; would 
be useful members of the community. 
There is no disposition to 6xclude this 
of investor as the enemies of 
farmer or of the cénsumer or of 
#he laborer. This hospitality to the 
manufacturer is the general attitude 
of the people in other Canadian cities 
and towns toward the local manuv- 
facturers. Thus it happens that when 
at election time an attempt is made 
to set other interests against the 
manufacturers the movement usually 
fails. The plain people know that Jit 
is not a genuine canvass, ‘and that 
those who make it are either con- 
scious humbugs, or men who do not.

They are all knitting as hard as 
théy can,-never looking at their work. 
The finished portion of the shav! is: 
wound round their waist, leaving just 
enough free to work with. These are 
eventually taken to the rtores and 
exchanged for the necessities of life. 
Barter is the-usual mode of ‘business - 
among the poorer class. These people 
wear an extraordinary kind of shoe 
frhich they call ‘‘rivelins.” It is made 
from a piece of untanned cowhide, 
:the hairy side being outermost. 

There is one distinctive peculiarity 
of all these islands, and that is, that 
there. are absolutely no trees of any 
description growing. The inhabitants 
aver that they would spoil the view.
